No Bus Travel 


FTER the fifteenth of November, no bus passenger may 

travel for more than 50 miles in one continuous journey, 

except in cases where no other form of transportation is 
available. 

This order from Ottawa’s transit controller will virtu- 
ally put the bus companies of Canada out of operation. 
That is what it is intended to do, as a means of conserving 
manpower, gasoline and rubber. 


This new regulation is so short-sighted, so inadequate 
in its conseryation effect, as compared with the hardship it 
will impose on the people, that there must be a vigorous 
protest against it. 


The fact is that western bus companies cannot operate 
on the basis suggested in this order. Short-haul passengers 
cannot provide enough revenue to keep the coaches run- 
ning. Long-haul revenue is essential to continued aperation. 


- It is ridiculous to assume that rail transportation does 
or could serve the territory covered by bus facilities. Bus 
service is absolutely vital to rural areas where the popula- 
tion is at a considerable distance from the railways, and in 
a great many cases where no other form of transportation 
exists. 

If this order is not pancelled, major areas will be de- 
prived of transportation, and the additional use of private 
caraapd.seiieks will more than offset the savings in man- 
power, gasoline and rubber effected by restricting the bus 
service. 


“Actually no great comparative saving is possible under 
this order. 

The manpower used in bus operations is insignificant 
in the light of the job being done. There are only slightly 
more than 200 men employed in all departments of the 
Alberta bus companies, 


There are about a million private cars on the road in 
Canada and about 250,000 trucks. The motor coaches being 
used throughout the country number just over 3,000. Thus, 
the comparative bus consumption of gas and rubber is in- 
considerable. 


If the buses are forced out of business, as they will be 
if this order is not rescinded, private efforts to replace this 
service will result in a greater gas and rubber consumption 
in one month than the buses would consume in three, 


The bus and truck traffic in Canada accounts for 3.25 
percent of Canada’s rubber. Since there are 80 trucks for 
every bus and since only one-third of Canada’s buses are 
doing highway service, the highway bus services use far 
less than one percent of the country’s rubber. 


This is a small gain to be effected at the cost of des- 
troying all highway bus service in Canada.

Addresses by some of 
of the candidates were interrupted by questioners seeking 
information on items which have been sources of contention 
at all three civic election meetings held to date. 


Subject of most concern to the audience was the 
question of the proposal put forth at a council meeting 
some months ago by Ald. Fred Mitchell that brought for- 
ward the question of considering the return to street car 
fare at four tickets for a quarter. 


Alderman Mitchell defended his action by explaining 
that he has always been in favor of the 20-ticket-for-a-dollar 
fare but that the four for a quarter idea would eliminate 
2,000,000 transactions in handling tickets by street car con- 
ductors in the course of a year. 


Conservation Objective of Plan 


He stated further that the point in bringing it up was 
not so much in the hope of the motion being passed, as it| 
was in bringing before the council an opportunity to study 
the ticket and transportation situation from all possible | 
angles with a view of conservation of money and labor. 


Dr, C. B. Willis, Civic Progressive candidate for alder- 
man, attacked the Calgary Power agreement, stating that

I wonder how f@any people who 
pay school taxes in this city are 
aware of what is taking place, and 
what results are being produced 
with the money they pay as taxes. 
The principal of one of our schools 
told me recently that a prominent 
citizen of this city not only did not 
know what subjects his child was 
taking in the high school, but he 
did not even know what grade he 


was in. 
We have in this city 36 school 
buildings containing some 400 


rooms, many of which are furn- 
ished with certain special equip- 
ment, and many others of which 
require to be so furnished for the 
sake of efficiency. 


Most important, however, of all 
these things is that we have a 
teaching staff in this city that is 
probably unsurpassed anywhere 
else either in Alberta or any 
other part of the world. 


I suggest we have so much at 
stake which is so much more valu- 
able than could be represented by 
the money we pay for school taxes 
that we should interest ourselves 
more definitely than we have been 
doing in the past in the whole ques- 
tion of education.

A staff of train- 
ed nurses is employed and one 
feature of the work has been the 
innoculation againsi diphtheria. 
The results are known to every- 
one. Diphtheria is practicaliy un- 
known among aur school children 
today. This department looks 
after the teeth, and eyes of the 
students and in cases of actual 
necessity provides the necessary 
treatment. Where children are 
found to be underweight the de- 
partment advises increased sup- 
ply of milk. Last ye’r about 
$2,000 was spent on this. 

The cost to the board at the pres- 
ent time for supplies and text 
books given to the students is $40,- 
000, $12,000 for supplies and $28,000 
for text books. If the board furnish- 
all supplies and text books to all 
grades the cost would be an ad-

During my service on the staff 
of the bank I saw the inflation 
period when instructions were to 
“get out the loans” and encourage 
customers in the country districts 
to buy land and livestock, at the 
high prices, The interest rate on 
private loans was 8 per cent and 
municipal loans 7 per cent. I saw) 
those loans called in, in the de-| 
flationary period, with the price 
of that same land and livestock 
down to rock bottom. The banks 
made a mad rush to take security 
on the land. 

That is all this system has to 
offer, taxation, poverty and war. 

During the five years I was a 
member of the Albert legislature I 
fought for a better deal for the un- 
employed and the returned men. 
Unless we change this system we 
will have the same thing after this 
war. The public ownership of the 
utilities in Edmonton has shown 
the benefits of public ownership. 
That principle should be applied 
to all the major industries. Produc- 
tion should be for the use of all and 
not for a profit for a few. That 
is why I am running on the C.C.F.- 
Labor platform, 1 urge your sup- 
port for the progressive slate.

The Air Cadets 


Air Marshal Bishop appealed to the 
Toronto board of education to rescind an 
order which closed a school gymnasium to 
air force cadets, He met with only partial 
success, The board agreed to allow present 
members of the cadet corps, but only pres- 
ent members, to use the gym. That does 
not seem to reflect any great enthusiasm 
in Toronto for the air cadets. 

This grudging concession is the more 
strange because Mr. Bishop told the board 
he does not know how the air force can 
keep drawing the recruits it needs unless 
the cadet league is a success. 

It had been expected, the Marshal said, 
that the Commonwealth Training plan 
would draw many more young men from 
Britain, from Australia and from New 
Zealand than have been coming here for 
training. War conditions have of course 
thrown unexpectedly heavy demands on 
the man power of those countries and their 
young men are needed at home. 

This means that ‘The only source we 
can rely on (for recruits) is the youth of 
Canada”. This is something for Canada’s 
department of defence, selective service 
branch, and the public at large to take 
into account. Canada undertook as its par- 
ticular war job to supply trained airmen 
in thousands every year, and has built up 
a costly and highly efficient training sys- 
tem with that end in view.

MEMORANDUM PREPARED BY THE CITY 
COMMISSIONERS IN CONNECTION WITH 


The Proposed Three Platoon 
System for the City Fire 


Department 


IN ACCORDANCE WITH INSTRUCTIONS 
OF COUNCIL 


By an amendment to the Fire Department's Two Platoon Act, 
passed jin 1939, it is stated in effect that the Council of a city may 
submit to the electors a bylaw to establish a three platoon system 
and an 8 hour day in a Municipal Fire Department, or alternat- 
ively, that if a petition is presented signed by not less than 10 per 
cent of the number of electors who voted at the last preceding 
municipal election, the Council shall submit such bylaw to the 
electors. 

In 1939 the City firemen approached the Council to establish 
a three platoon system, which in effect means an 8 hour day or 
48 hour week, but the question was held in abeyance by reason 
of the outbreak of war. 

Now the firemen have requested, and the City Council agreed, 
that a bylaw be submitted to the electorate containing the proviso 


that the three platoon system will not be introduced until after 
cessation of hostilities. 

The firemen at present work a six day week, sixty hours per 
week on day shift, and eighty-four hours per week on night shift. 
However, firemen on night duty are allowed to sleep in proper 


quarters provided by the City, but are subject to immediate call. 

No fire department in Canada has a three platoon system 
today, but certain cities in the United States already operate 
under this system. 

Fire Fighters in British Columbia, however, work a five day 
week, on the two Platoon, or roughly speaking a 60 hour week, 
without any decrease in their pay, this is by legislation passed by 
their Provincial Government. 

The cost of operating the department at present is $234,850 
per annum, including cost-of-living bonus for the men. This 
would be increased during the first year of operation of the three 
platoon system by $66,750. and during the 4th year of operation 
(as new firemen’s wages increase according to scale) the cost will 
go up by another $24,250, making a total of $325,850. If and when 
the cost-of-living bonus terminates, this latter cost will be reduced 
by $11,330 per annum. 

These anticipated totals are more or less approximate, and 
the City Commissioners cannot guarantee that Fire Department 
expenditures will be held to the stated totals inasmuch as the 
department is at present under-staffed, and there will undoubtedly 
be some increase in cost when the department is brought up to 
the necessary strength. This will take place irrespective of the 
operation of the three platoon system. 

The above statement has been submitted to and approved by 
the Firemen’s representatives.

DEAR MISS DIX: Mothers are 
always being told not to nag their

OTTAWA, Nov. 6, —High diplo- 
matic appointments may be head- 
line news, but they're headaches— 
and sometimes heartaches—for the 
wives of the diplomats. 

Take Mrs. T. C. Davis, wife of 
the new Canadian High Commis- 
sioner to Australia. She is worrying 
about what clothes she should take 
to an unknown country. 

Mrs. Davis said today she has 
travelled “quite a bit,” but she 
hasn't been to Australia. 

“It's quite a problem knowing 
what to pack,” she said. It’s sum- 
mer down under now and Mrs. 
Davis will have to ship up a sum- 
mer wardrobe instead of the win- 
ter one she’s been planning. 

Mrs. Davis commented quite 
bluntly that she doesn’t like to 
have her name in the papers, but 
she acknowledged she is in a whirl 
getting ready for the trip. 

She’s not perturbed about mov- 
ing into the South Pacific battle 
zone but admitted: “I guess it will 
be quite an adventure.” 

When she and her husband get, 
to Australia Mrs. Davis is going to 
have a look at the Australian Red 
Cross.
